For  the  best  results,  spade  up  the  planting  area  deeply,  working  in  a liberal  quantity  of  well  rotted 
manure  or  other  fertilizer.  Plant  the  Roses  so  that  the  enlarged  portion  of  the  stem  is  below  the  surface 
of  the  ground.  Space  the  plants  about  18  inches  apart. 

No  pruning  is  usually  required  the  first  season.  Subsequently,  however,  trimming  down  to  3 to  5 buds 
should  be  done  in  early  Spring. 

A dirt  mound  6 inches  high  about  each  plant  serves  as  excellent  Winter  protection  especially  when  sup- 
plemented by  a four-inch  layer  of  light  manure  or  straw  as  a mulch.  This  mounding  of  earth  should  be  done 
in  late  Autumn,  and  the  mulch  applied  after  the  ground  freezes.
